Kentucky and to the non-slaveholders, on the 
aubject of drafting negroes. 

Kentucky has not filled her quota of troop 
they say, and the Federal Government bu dc 
termlned to draft without distinction of color 
The negroe* are subjects of the Federal Gov 
ernment. They are recognixsd as persons, 
and liable to military service, no matter what 
their status is by the State laws. Now they 
ray the slaveholder tries to get up a difliculty, 
He does not wish his negro to go.

War and Weapons. 

Since the first fratricide mankind has been 
studying the beat means of destroying his fel 
law-man. The chase first taught him the use 
of missile weapons, and ever since we have 
been Improving on it. 

The smooth stone with which the Hebrew 
youth slew the Philistine was the direct pro- 
genitor of the Minie r.tU ; and, as a curious 
fact, it may be noticed that when the leaden 
bullet began to be used by the Greek sling, 
ere, It was shaped somewhat like the con- 
ical bullet of tbe present day. Not for the 
reason, however, that the same rifle bullet is 
used— to produce the horizontal revolution— 
but to rest better In the sling, with less chance 
of slipping out. 

The sllngers In the Balearic Isles, who were 
trained from childhood to use their weapon 
to bring down their fcod, acquired a skill and 
reputation equal to that of the Robin Hood 
archer or Kentucky rifleman of later days, and 
the range of their weapon was fully equal to 
an ordinary old smooth-bore musket. 

The next weapon used was the short or 
Greek bow, mads of the horns of a peculiar 
goat, bound together in the center, and which 
is the representative of Cupid's bow. A simi- 
lar bow was used by the Indians In the west- 
ern part of the country— among the Crow 
Indians— made of buffalo ribs, bound together 
by thongs ol the buffslo hide. How likely It 
is that tbe plains of A*ia furnished the bison 
ribs, and that the Greek had learned from the 
expedition of Bacchns what tbe American In- 
dian learned in the waving, flowering prairies 
of America. 

The Greek's weapon and the Indian's were 
equally inefficient even as bows. It was short, 
not much more than three foet in length. 
The English long bow, which "drew a cloth 
yard shaft," was five feet or more in length. 
The Greek bow was drawn to the breast, the 
English to the ear. The English bow was 
comparatively broad and flat, the Greek bow 
narrow and thick. 

The Greek and Roman, however, trusted to 
close quarters, to the short double-edged 
sword, and to close columns of attack. The 
Grecian phalanx was a square of solid spears; 
the Roman legion was a column of attacking 
sword-blades; and when the two contending 
tactics met the Roman won. It is no question 
but a Roman legion, under the discipline and 
tactics of Cesar, would walk over any army 
now represented by any nation. Not that men 
are not as brave now as they were then, nor 
that modern improvements have not had their 
effect, but that the close and center column, 
with wings and flankers, is like an axiom In 
mathematics, and carries Its force with it. 

The use of the arquebus as a missile weapon 
was the next decided improvement. The 
rquebus means the cross bow, which almost 
every schoolboy has used, and it is the father 
of the musket barrel. As every careful 
maker of a cross bow has made his little 
cane" barrel over the "false stock," and 
taken very good care that It should fit, and 
then that a neat arrow, with a feathered or 
cotton tail, should be its missile, or that he 
would select an oblong pebble with as nearly 
conical shape as "possible, is nothing more 
than the schoolboy's way of discovering the 
Minie bullet before any of his eldere. 

The English long bow, which they have 
drawn well In more senses than one, Is a near 
presentation of a very distant people, and It 
Is slightly amusing to read In an English 
magazine that the Romans had the bull-dog 
propensity that has made the bayonet the fa- 
vorite weapon. 

At Crecy, Agincourt and Poietier, it was the 
English bull-dog propensity to resist a charge 
of French bayonets that won their victories. 
Marshal Saxe, an Irish-French Marshal, drove 
some English before him without much re- 
sistance at Fontenoy. Wellington won in the 
peninsula of Spain by resisting, and not by 
attacking tbe French, and the field of Water- 
loo was lost by the bull-dog resistance of the 
English to a bayonet charge, and not by any 
bayonet charge; for in all the histories of that 
day we have never seen any positive report 
that Wellington ordered any attack. 
The English do attack very often with suc- 
ess, and out of their glorious history they 
have enough victories not to claim those that 
do not belong to them. Although they lost at 
New Orleans, there certainly never was a more 
gallant attack than that, in which half the lead- 
ing officers were killed and nearly one-third 
of the army disabled, and still were able to 
present a front allowing them to retreat to 
their ship*.

There was the plot of the "Main," in the time 
of JameB I., said to have been concocted chiefly 
by 8ir Walter Raleigh and Lord Cobbans for 
the placing of Arabella 8tuart on the British 
throne with the assistance of the Spatish 
^Government. Then came the plot of the 
'Bye," otherwise known as "The Surprise" or 
"Surprising Treason." led by Broke and 
Sir Griffin Markham, with a design to surpr 
and Imprison the King and to remodel 
the Government Fellest ol all was ".he Gun- 
powder plot," engineered by Cateeby and ap- 
pointed to be "touched off" by Gay Fawkes— 
a scheme for destroying at one blow the King, 
the royal family, the Lords and Commons, 
wben assembled on the first meeting of Par- 
liament in the year 1604. At a later day in 
the time of Charles IL, "plots" became en- 
demic in England.

The Protes'anta were to be mas^ 
sacred all over the kingdom, and "the Black 
Bastsrd" (that ls,in the same dia!ect,?h- King) 
was to be succeeded by the Duke of York, on 
condition ot receiving the crown as a gitt of 
the Pope. This plot, eats Hume, "had a great 
influence upon the elections," insomuch that 
"sil the zialots of the former ParPament 
were returned." Ntxt followed the "Maal- 
Tub Plot," invented by one Dangerfleld 
and adapted to the credulity cf the times, 
the Presbyterians takicg tbe place of tbe 
Catholics, as tin aupDoelUticus "devils of t e 
piece." This "plot," too, we need not say, 
was an electioneering artiflce of the Courcb 
and Court parly, who, in view of its terrible 
disclosure*, broke out in a pnrple rash of lov- 
al addresses to his Majesty, King Cnarlea II. 
pledging the most dutiful submission to his 
prerogntives, the most implicit confidence ir 
his wisdom and the deepest abhomnet of 
those woo endeavored to encroach on his su- 
premacy by petitioning for a reassembling ol 
the Parliament. Hence the division of parties 
in England at this crisis uader the popular 
names of the"Abhorrera" and the "Petition- 
ers." With so good a cry as was furnished 
by the "Meal-tub Plot" It was no wonder the 
"Abhorrers" carried the day. 

But all these "plots" fade Into obscurity 
when compared with one which has recently 
engaged the attention of a portion of cur 
sagacious contemporaries. The first intima- 
tion we had of this modern conspiracy w»s 
conveyed to us through the co'umns of that 
enterprising journal, the New York Tribune 
when, just a day before the election in 9m Hamp 
thire, we were startled by tbe following an- 
nouncement. We quote from the Tribune of 
March 7.h:

crossing the Potomac. The writer has been 
subpenaed before the Commiitej on the Con- 
duct of the War." 

Confirmatory evidence of this dark transac- 
tion was furniahed two days afterwards by tbe 
author of the exposure, who appropriately 
sought the columns of the Washington Chron- 
icle to put the veracious history of the "plot" 
concocted between Gen. Lee snd Gen. Mc- 
Clellan on its true foundation. He wrote (or 
wrote for him) as follows: 



"Washhiotos, March 8, 1864. 
"To th4 Editor of the Morning Chronicle: 

"In the New York Tribune of Monday, the 
7th instant, there apptared the folio win:; ar- 
ticle : 

' 'AN 1ST Eli VIEW BETWEEN GEN. LEE AND SEN. 
M ' I.ELI. W 

'A written communication was sent to the 
Secretary of War, on Saturday last, by a for- 
mer member of tbe Maryland Legislature, and 
a cousin of the rebel Gen. Lee, stating that 
during the battle of Antietam Gen. Lee had 
his headquarters at his house; that on the 
night after the battle he sent a messenger 
into our lines to Gen. McClellan, requesting 
an Interview at his headquarters; that Gen. 
McClellan, accompanied by some of his staff, 
rode that night through the rebel lines and 
had a long interview with Gen. Lee, who, 
among other th.ngs, informed JicCleUan that 
his army was crossing the Potomac. The 
writer has been subpenaed before the Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the W»r.' 

" I wish to correct many errors therein. 1. 
I am not s cousin of General Robert Lee. '2. 
No interview could haye taken place between 
the parties during the battle of Antietam at 
my house, as I live about ten miles from that 
place. 3. The interview took place three or 
four days afterwards, and was rather at the 
suggestion of a mutual friend than courted by 
either party. 4. At the time of the meeting 
Gen. McClellan was alcne, and General Lee' 
came through the lines ol tbe United States 
army under my escort, I having received a 
solemn pledge of personal safety from Gen. 
McClellan for us both. 5. The communication 
was not mado by myself. The interview 
lasted some three hours, during a short part 
of which time I was present. F. W." 

It only remained to lift the mr.sk of this "F. 
W." The North American, of Philadelphia, a 
most grave and oracular sheet, performed the 
service for an impatient public In its num- 
ber of Saturday last, 12th instant, it said: 

"The statement of an interview between 
Gens, McClellan and Lee, while their armies 
were facing one another, Is apparently gain- 
ing credibility. The doubtful circumstances of 
the allegation are also acquiring substance. 
The F. W. who informed the War Department 
ot the interview is found to be a Mr. F. Wal- 
dron. He is in custody at the Capitol, and 
will be brought before the War Committee to 
testily all that he knows. It is said that Mr. 
Waldron informed tbe Secretary of War that 
during the interview Gen. McCtsllan was in- 
formed by Gen Lee of the rebel army's retreat 
across the Potomac. It Is understood that the 
War Committee will have every person 
brought before it who is likely to know any- 
thing concerning this Interview." 

Could anybody vouch for the credibility of 
Mr. Waldron? Fortunately for the cause of 
truth and tbe country a backer was not want 
tag. He appeared in the person of General 
Milroy, that "Indomitable soldier" so well re 
membered for the great heroism he displayed 
last summer in "cutting his way" cut ot Win- 
chester, in Virginia, through a nost »l rebels. 
Milroy, It was, who now "cut and came 
again." The sedate. Boston Journal, of last 
Saturday, in its editorial column, made the 
following important announcement: 

"THE BEPOBTED INT EB VIEW BETWEEN GENS. 
M'CLELLAN AND LEE. 

"A Washington letter ssys that Gen. Milroy 
indorses the respectability and credibility of 
Mr. F. Waldron, who c mmunicated to the 
War Department the intelligence of the inter 
view between G ens. Lee and McClellan. Mr. 
Waldron will have an opportunity of telling 
the War Committee all he knows about the 
alleged Interview. His statement to Mr. 
Stanton la understood to have been specific 
and positive that Lee, during their conver- 
sation, told McClellan that his army (the rebe') 
was then retreating across the Potomac The 
War Committee has taken measures to soot- 
pel the attendance and t stimony of every- 
body about Antietam likely to know of the in- 
terview, if It took place." 

Thus far it will be seen that the trail was 
very warm. That sly fox, McClellan, who had 
doubtless planned with General Lee to delivt r 
up the Army of the Potomac and surrender 
the city of Washington to "President Davis," 
was now to be unearthed. What a sudden 
confusion to all "Little Mac's" hopes ot the 
Presidency was here I "A thousand hearts 
beat happily" at the prospect. The War 
Committee, grave st council of the nation, 
mused from its investigation of the tragic 
affair at Olustee. Kilpatrlck's raid on Rich- 
mond no longer filled their thoughts. The 
question whether Grant or Uilleck should 
command the armies of the nation was put in 
abeyance. The momentous query was, "Will 
Waldron stand?" "Will Waldron swear to 
what he ssys?" "Can the plot be demonstrat- 
ed'" 

And here the Muse of History Is compelled 
to mourn tbe loss of one of the most Inter- 
esting denouement* that ever promised to eL- 
gage her pen. For, just at this point, the 
very agony of the swelling scene, the whole 
fabric of the story broke down asd tumbled 
Into rnins. We quote from the columns of 
the New York Commercial Advertiser of the 
12th Instant, as follows 

"The charge that General McClellan had a 
secret Interview with General Lee the night 
after the battle of Antietam has proved to be 
a Action of a disordered brain. The person 
who made the astoundiug statement Is a Mr. 
Francis Waldron, a Marylander, who Is a 
schoolmaster by profession, and who has in 
years past been soiu-'What addicted to drink, 
lie has been In the eustody of the. Sergeunl-at 
Arms sluce Wednesday afternoon, but refused 
to make under oath the statement which he 
has furnished for publication. He has ateo 



other stories of a marvelous nature, one of 
which is that he was for sumo time employed 
night and day by Secretary Chase □ aiding in 
the preparation of a new financial scheme 
which has no foundation \n fact." 

Nor was this enough. One of our ewenim? 
cotemporsrie, added insult to injury bv speak- 
ing in the following urms of a man whosa 
respectabili ty and credibility" were avsrocb-d 
by Gen. Milroy, according to the "corrr- 
sporden..." It said in its eveSng edi.^J^ 
the 12 :h instan' : * 

-It now torr s om that the whole story is tha 
mania u'potu f (fusion of one Fraaeie Waidrt n 
a resident of Frederick county, Maryland and* 
who, it further appears, was never a member 
of either branch of tbe Maryland Legislature. 
We feel it our duty to promptly discounte- 
nance the story, as it evidently ba« no foundv 
tion to give it credit, and its circulation can 
have no other effect than to nuke copperhead 
capital." 

To this we must add the following confes- 
sion, found In the New York Tribune of the 
14 h, which journal first set this ball iu mo- 
tion: 

*J» "tated that the detectives who have 
had Wsldron in charge have got from him a 
confession in writing that he was drunk when

8ENATE. 

Mr ITosrard addressed the Senate at length 
in opposition to the bill of Mr. To well to pre- 
vent military Interference In Bute elections. 

The bill establishirg a Bureau of Military 
J ustice was reported from the Military Com- 
mittee. 

A joint resolution was pissed appropriating; 
120 000 for the expenses of the Committee ob 
the Conduct of the War. 

A bill appropriating $300,000 to establish a 
navy yard at Cairo was introduced. 

The bill in relation to deserters, providing 
foi the disfranchisement of those refusing to 
return, and for exemption from punishment 
Of those who return, was" taken up. 

Mr. Wilson advocated the bill, stating that 
there were many deserters in Canada desirous 
of retnrning to serve out their time in the 
army, Ac; if the President should name some 
place near the borders of Canada as a ren- 
desvons for them, that quite a body of men 
would return to duty. 

Mr. Clark opposed the bill; no action taken 
on the bill. 

The bill to prevent military Interference In 
elections was taken up. Mr. Howard opposed 
it. He believed It obnoxious to the Constitu- 
tion, and that Congress had no power over 
State election*. 

Mr. Howard gave way for executive session. 
Adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. McClarv, of Missouri, rising to a per- 
sonal explanation repeated, he sought to prove 
the charge he heretofore made airainst his 
colleague, Mr. Blair, of having vio'ated the 
treasury regulations by smuggling liquors 
into the army, and produces! an army order, 
«igne'i by Gen. Rosecrans, to show the falsity 
of Mr. Blair's remtrks; and that persons o f 
color had not been removed from Missouri 
and sold into slavery. He had the same com- 
passion for Mr Blair as ue hid for a con- 
demned criminal, and indulged in severe per- 
sonal reflections on his colleague.

THE GETTYSBURG DEAD.

t< orre-pondence of the Washington Republican.] 
Baltimore, March 14 
David Wills, Esq , of Gettysburg, the Gen- 
eral Agent ol Pennsylvania for the Soldiers' 
National Cemetery, arrived here this moraine, 
on his way to Washington. He informed me 
that all the bodies of our Union soldiers have 
been disinterred, aud carefully buried in their 
appropriate places in the new National Ceme- 
tery. The total number thns removed and in- 
terred is three thousand five hundred and 
twelve. About one thousand of them are un- 
known, and on*-fourth of the whole number 
belong to New York. 

Many of the Union soldiers have been re- 
cognized, their names having been discovered 
when removlug them from letters, photo- 
graphs, medals, devices, clothing, and other 
tilings baried with them, as they were hastily 
thrown into ditches after the battle. Quite an 
amount of money was also found on them, 
both in coin and paper, in snms ranging from 
the fraction of a dollar up to fifty dollars 
Thirty-six dollars in gold were found in the 
pocket of one corpse, and thirty to 
dollars in the garments of others, be- 
many relics, mementoes, <&c. All thi 
money and these relics have betn taken care 
of by the committee, properly labeled, and 
held in sate keeping tor the relatives, should 
they ever call for them. A fixe huniing-ca£e 
gold watch and five or six silver watches 
weresiso found upon bodies while disinter- 
ring teem. 

Tbe Cemetery Association will be organized 
as soon as the Pennsylvania Legislature passes 
an act of incorporation for that purpose now 
before it. Workmen are bully engaged im- 
proving the grounds, and will caBtinua so 
doing until the cemetery is completed. 

Mr. Wills further informs me that he re- 
ceived, on Saturday, a letter from a committee 
of tbe First Army Cxpe, stating that tbe 
members of said corps had now raised a suf- 
ficient aum of money to erect a suitable monu 
mtnt somewhere on the battle-field where 
that noble patriot and beloved commander. 
Gen. Reynolds, fell, and asking of Mr. Wills 
to designate the most eligible and appropriate 
spot whereon to erect It. The committee 
favors the idea of building this monument 
upon tbe apot where Geo. Reynolds fell; but 
it being rather obscure and out of the way, 
Mr. Wills has suggested an elevated location 
in the cemetery originally designed for euch 
a purpose, and he thinks it will be agreed upon. 

From evidence developed to the workmen 
and others engaged in removing the dead 
bodies on tbe battlefield, they are now fully 
convinced that not leas than seven thousand 
rebels lost their lives in this conflict, the 
bodies of whom are atili there. In one space 
of three acres was found three hundred and 
twenty five Confederate slain; and elsewhere, 
la a single trench, two hundred and fifty 
more. A considerable portion of the battle- 
ground is likely to be plowed up this spring 
and summer by farmers owning it, preparato 
ry to planting corn and other grain. As a 
■Batter of course, the Confederate graves must 
be obliterated, and the treuches which new 
iad'eate their burial places. There is a strong 
desire with the poopie, in respect to human- 
ity, to have these bodies, though of the enemy, 
respectfully and decently put away in some 
1c closure where they may not be disturbed— 
where they can eiee i in quietude. Man) 
strangers from all parts of the country stin 
continue to visit Gettysburg to behold the 
scenes and relics of the terrible connV.ct so 
triumphant ia behalf of oar country, and oi 
republican liberty.

That all 
able-bodied male colored persons, between 
the ages of twenty and forty-five years, resl- 
dent in the United 8tatc«, shall be enrolled 
according to the provisions of this ac', and ot 
the act to which tble is an amendment, and 
form part of the national forces; and when a 
elave of a loyal master shall be drafted and 
mustered into the service of the United 
States, bis maeter shall have a certificate there- 
of; and thereupon such slave shall be free, and 
the bounty of one hundred dollars, now pay- 
able by law for each drafted man, shall be 
paid to the person to whom such drafted per- 
son was owing service or labor at the time of 
his master into the service of the United 
States. The Secretary of War shall appoint 
a commission in each of the elave States rep- 
resented in Congress, charged to award to 
each loyal person to whom a colored volun- 
teer may owe service a just compensation, not 
exceeding three hundred dollars, for each 
such colored volunteer, pavable out of the fund 
derived from commutations, and every such 
colored volunteer, on being mustered into 
the service, shall be free. And in all cases 
where men of color have been heretofore en- 
listed, or have volunteered in the military 
service of the United States, all the provisions 
of this act, so far as the payment of bouoty 
and compensation are provided, shall be 
equally applicable as to those wbo may be 
hereafter recruited. But men of color, draft- 
ed or enlisted, or who may volunteer Into the 
military serviee, while they shall be credited 
on the quotas of the several Slates or sub- 
divisions of States wherein tbey are respect- 
ively drafted, enlisted, or shall volunteer, 
shall not be assigned as State troop*, but shall 
he mustered into regiments or companies as 
United States colored troops. 

The Board of Enrollment cf this District, 
In obedience to the amended act of Eoroll- 
ment, will proceed at once to the execution 
ot this law. In order to expedite the work, 
to give tbe least possible inconvenience to the 
owners of slaves and to make the enrollment 
as perfect as it can be made, we announce the 
following regulations:

for witnesses atteod ng under summons shall 
be six cent* per mile lor mileage, counting 
one way; and no other fees or costs shall be 
allowed under the- provisions of this section; 
and they shvll have power to administer oath6 
and affirmations. And any person who ehall 
willfully and corruptly swear or affirm fulselj 
before any Provost Marshal or Board of En- 
rollment, or member tnereof, acting by au- 
tnority of the B jard, or who shall before any- 
civil magistrate willtully and corrnptly swear 
or affirm falsely to any affidavit to be used in 
any case pending before any Provost Marshal 
or Board of Enrollment, shall, on conviction, 
be fined not exceeding live hundred dollars 
and imprisoned not less than six months, nor 
more than twelve months. Ihe drafted men 
shall have process to bring in witnesses, but 
without mileage. 

The attention of the enrolling officers is spe- 
cially directed to tbe 12th section of the act 
ol enrollment, and they ate required to see to 
a faithful observance of the provisions of that 
section. All violations must oe reported, with 
the facts, to these headquarters. 

Sec. 12 And be it further enacted, That any 
person who shall forcibly resist or oppjse 
any enrollment, or who shall incite, counsel, 
encourage, or who shall conapire or con- 
federate with any other person or persons 
forcibly to resist or oppose any such enroll 
in. nt, or who shall aid, or asais'i, or take any 
part in any forcible resistance or opposition 
thereto, or who shall oMault, obstruct, hinder, 
impede, or threaten any officer or other jerson 
employed in making, or as aiding to make; such 
enrollment, or employed in the performance, or in 
aiding tu the perfortnance, of any service in any 
way relating thereto, or in arreeung, or aiding 
to arrest any apy or deserter from the milita 
ry eervice of the United States, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, in any court competent to try 
the offense, be punisfted by a fine not exceeding 
fivt thousand dollars, or by imprisoMnent not 
exceeding five yean, or by both of said punish- 
tnent*, in Vu discretion of the court. 

Tne enrolling officers are enjoined to give 
prompt attention to all who present them- 
selves under these regulations, and to put tbe 
people to the least possible inconvenience 
be consonant with the faithful per- 
of the duties of their office.
